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The  KPFA  experiment  testing  the  theory  of  listener-subscription  radio  —  that  a 
station  confined  to  subjects  of  serious  art  and  thought  could  be  entirely  supported 
by  its  audience  —  has  been  studied  by  institutions  and  individuals  all  over  the 
world.  For  the  first  time  responsibility  for  support  is  shifted  from  the  advertising 
agency,  or  the  parent  institution,  to  the  listeners  served  by  the  radio  station.  Con-  l 
ceived  as  a  supplementary  service  addressing  a  minority  audience,  the  KPFA  idea 
envisioned  the  ultimate  creation  of  many  similar  stations  throughout  the  United 
States.  On  a  basis  of  2%  response  from  the  set-audience  in  each  area,  carefully 
researched  statistics  indicate  that  11  such  stations  could  be  supported  in  population 
areas  containing  more  than  50  million  persons. 

The    profound    implications    of    this    theory    of    listener-support    relate    to    the    fact     / 
that    those    who    tend    to    become    voluntary    subscribers    are   well    educated   persons,     ' 
active    in    the   artistic    and   intellectual    life   of    the    community.    This,    in    the   KPFA    < 
experiment    is   unmistakable,    although    the    subscribing   audience    touches    every    eco- 
nomic   stratum.      The     2%     theory    for    the    support    of    serious    cultural    broadcasting 
represents   a  way  of  extending  the  legitimate  functions  of  social  and   cultural  leader- 
ship.   Obviously,    to   earn   systematic   support   from    the   community's  intellectual   lea- 
dership,   the   listener-sponsored    station    must    give    the    values   and    concerns   of  that 
leadership    an   accurate  reflection   —  it  may   even   cause  many   values   to  achieve  new 
clarification     and    expression.    Because    the    resulting    broadcast     service    is  public, 
the   community    at  large  is   enabled  to  participate  in   the   best  aspects  of  its  own  cul- 
ture as  few  communities  have  done  before.  This  is  the  ultimate  dynamic  of  the  KPFA 
experiment.     The    excitement    that    has    always    sustained    the    KPFA    staff    and    the 
governing     body,     Pacifica     Foundation,     comprised     of     staff    members,     educators, 
subscribers,    and   civic    leaders,    might    be    found    in    this   prospect:    that    the   richest 
mental     influences    of    contemporary     society     can     be    given    unprecedented 
range  beyond  conferences,  journals,  little  magazines,      soirees    and   bull-sessions     to 
which    they    are  normally    confined.    Thus,,  a  practical    instrument   of    adult    education 
is    being    created    wherein    the    concept   of   the    average    gives    way    to    expression   of 
the  unique. 

Imperative  in  the  concept  of  this  theory  is  regular  and  systematic  subscription 
renewal  starting  with  the  $10  a  year  base  (about  half  the  cost  of  a  daily  newspaper 
subscription)    and  increasing,    according   to   individual   ability,    through   the   $25,    $50,
